The deal announced on 
Tuesday (| February) is being 
structured as a Wallace Arnold 
(WA) take over of Shearings, 
although the most senior 
management position will be 
held by Shearings boss John 
Slatcher who becomes Chief 
Executive as WA Chief 
Executive Ken Meddes leaves. 
WA = Chairman Bernard 
Norman keeps his role. 

Although contracts have 
been exchanged, the deal is 
subject to, among other things, 
a review by the Office of Fair 
Trading within 30 days. 

The new group is to trade as 
WA Shearings. It will be formed 
out of a merger of the Wallace 
Arnold parent, Coach Holiday 
Group (CHG) and Shearings. 
CHG is the parent company of 
Wallace Arnold, National 
Holidays, and Caledonian Travel. 

CHG's_ existing majority 
shareholder since August 1997, 
venture capital company 3i, will 
hold 67.8% of the new group 


and management 32.2%, of 
which a proportion is intended 
for an employee share option 
scheme. 

Prior to the merger an 
institutional syndicate led by 
Bridgepoint held a 61.5% 
majority stake in Shearings.

Brian Crowther, who 
started the coach business in 
1969 and went on to run 
buses from deregulation in 
1986, said his decision to get 
out, though provoked by a 
minor heart attack in October, 
from which he has made a full 
recovery, was down to “the 
way the industry’s going.” 

“We're told people want 
low-floor buses, but the 
customers aren't interested in 
them. We have to get drivers 
screened for this, that and the 
other, Metro (West Yorkshire 
PTE) wants real time 
information - it’s all costs and 
we're just not making enough. 
It’s time to get out”, he told 
routeONE. “Insurance costs

are another thing,” he said. 


» “Insurance is costing us 
£35,000 a month.” 
The business was 


advertised to 40 potential 
buyers, but only two, First and 
Dunn Line, responded. Brian’s 
son David is also in the 
business and is Leeds 
Suburban Buses’ Transport 
Manager “but he’s working 
seven days a week. | asked 
him if he wanted to take over, 
and he said ‘no, | don't’”.

EUROTUNNEL has blamed the 
continuing effects of low-cost 
airlines combined with 
competition from ferries for a 
substantial drop in both its coach 
and passenger car traffic last year. 

The operator of the Channel 
Tunnel carried 8% fewer cars and 
12% fewer coaches in 2004. Truck 
carryings remained unchanged. 

In the year ended 31 December 
2004, only 63,467 coaches were 
carried on Eurotunnel shuttles. That 
compares with nearly 72,000 in 2003, 
a drop of | 1.78%. Overall the cross- 
channel coach market declined by 
4%. 

The good news for Eurotunnel was 
provided by Eurostar and its rail 
freight division. 

The number of passengers carried 
through the Channel Tunnel by 
Eurostar rose by 15% in 2004 to 
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7,276,675 passengers and rail freight 
tonnage carried increased by 8%. 

Jean-Louis Raymond, Chief 
Executive, said: “The cross-Channel 
market has remained difficult for all 
operators, as it has for Eurotunnel. 
The improvement in Eurostar traffic 
over the last year has certainly been 
encouraging, but competitive 
pressure remains strong and the 
impact on the market of the 
development of ‘no-frills’ airlines is 
being felt ever more strongly.” 

According to Eurotunnel, full year 
operating revenues would be 4% 
lower than the previous year at 
£538million, with revenues from 
passenger and truck shuttles down 
7% to £285milion. 

A new passenger pricing strategy 
focusing on maximising value not 
volumes will be introduced for this 
season. 


FOLLOWING annual growth of 7-8%, 
Stagecoach doubled the frequency of the 
Oxford-Cambridge service from hourly to 
every half hour from Monday (31 January). 

Following growth of 5-6%, particularly over 
the Bedford-Milton Keynes section of the 
journey, extra short-workings had been 
introduced to give a half-hourly Bedford-Milton 
Keynes service, and the increased growth rate 
has made it possible to extend the half-hourly 
service through to Oxford and Cambridge. 
There is no parallel direct rail service.

State says: **No”’ 


Darling: “We will not go back to the old days” 


IT IS THE most unequi- 
vocal statement yet, as the 
Secretary of State for 
Transport, Alistair Darling 
tells the industry that 
there are no plans to re- 
regulate bus services. 
Speaking before an 
audience of 560 guests at the 
Confederation of Passenger 
Transport’s Annual Dinner last 
Thursday, Mr Darling said: 
“Let me make one point clear. 
We will not look to return to 


| the regulated world of the 


1980s. Up and down the 
country, local authorities and 
bus companies can and do 
work together and there are 
countless examples where bus 
use has increased — Brighton, 
Oxford, Cambridge, York, 
Edinburgh, Glasgow. So we 
will not go back to the old 
days.” Although Mr Darling 
was restating his position on 
re-regulation, the strength of 
this statement came as a 
surprise to operators, and 
clearly disappointed local 
authority representatives who 
are not pacified by the offer of 
greater control over bus 
services where they have “a 
comprehensive plan to 
improve transport.” 

Mr Darling put this offer in 
perspective, saying: “All such 
schemes have to be approved 
by me — and | will be looking 
for genuinely radical and 
comprehensive proposals to 
cut congestion. In particular | 
will not approve schemes 
simply because the bus 
companies and council don’t 
get on. So there is a real 


opportunity here for you to 
build on what you have done.” 

Given the publicity 
generated by the Oassenger 
Transport Executive Group 
(PTEG) regulate bus service 
campaign, Mr  Darling’s 
comments effectively shut the 
door on any further debate 
ahead of May’s General 
Election. 

Industry observers suggest 
that it was a kind of “holding 
speech,” reflecting concern 
that the Government's 
Position might change with 
the expected post-election 
ministerial reshuffle. It is 
known that there is strong 
support from top-level civil 
servants within the 
Department for Transport for 
bus service regulation and 
these siren noises will still be 
there after the Election. 

Consequently there will be 
considerable interest in what 
the Labour Party manifesto 


has to say. 
Nevertheless, the prospect 
of any change recedes 


significantly in the wake of Mr 
Darling’s statement, and the 
industry is encouraged to 
believe that Labour has no 
real appetite for doing a u- 
turn. The degree of certainty 
provided by Mr Darling is not 
lost on the Stock Market 
where the big five bus groups 
are on a |2-month high.

Cardiff and SYPTE join 
DNA spit-kit revolution 


THE USE of DNA spit-kits 
has been rolled out in 
separate initiatives in Cardiff 
and the South Yorkshire 
Passenger Transport 
Executive (SYPTE) area, 
both publicly launched last 
Tuesday and supported by 
poster campaigns. 

The kits are given to staff and 
contain swabs, evidence bags 
and gloves for the collection of 
a saliva sample for DNA analysis 
following a spitting attack — 
classed as an assault. The 
evidence is used by police to 
trace offenders through the 
national DNA database. If a 
match is not found, a record of 
the DNA will be stored and can 
be used to make an arrest in the 
future. Offenders face six 
months in prison and/or a 
£5,000 fine. 

The Cardiff Community 
Safety Partnership _ initiative 
covers Cardiff Bus and Arriva 
Trains Wales and is the first on 
Welsh bus services. During 
2004 there were 20 spitting 
assaults on Cardiff Bus staff. 


Over the last three years this 
figure has averaged an attack 
every two weeks. 

In the SYPTE area, over 
3,000 DNA kits have been 
issued in the initiative covering 
all 10 bus operators, including 
smaller companies plus 
Supertram conductors and 
interchange staff. All operators 
in the region, including schools 
contracts and community 
transport, have been invited to 
take part. The joint initiative is 
between the SAFE Partnership 
(Supporting A__ Friendly 
Environment on all types of 
public transport) and South 
Yorkshire Police. 

Speaking on behalf of all bus 
and tram operators in South 
Yorkshire, Duncan Roberts, 
chairman of BOSSY (Bus 
Operators Serving South 
Yorkshire) said: “Although 
spitting incidents are rare on 
public transport, we want to 
keep it that way. Issuing DNA 
kits will help our staff to do their 
job well and feel safe at all 
times.”

agreement Westminster 

City Council (WCC) and 
the London Tourist Coach

Rare RT joins RM farewell 


ANYONE with the remotest interest in the passenger 
transport scene will be fully aware that 2005 will go 
down in history as the last year of normal 
Routemaster operation in London. And, if you believe 
everything you read in the Evening Standard, they will 
be sadly missed.

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Reducing the number 
of ‘justs’... 


SOME research from Will Murray of Interactive Driving 
Systems (which helps companies improve driver 
techniques) crossed The Whisperer’s desk. Apparently, 
18% of insurance claims are for ‘hit while parked’ or 
related incidents, also known in the trade as ‘justs’: 
“Boss I’ve ‘just’ noticed some damage on my vehicle 
but I’m not sure how it got there!” 

The serious point is that the majority of fleet vehicle 
insurance claims happen at low speed, and that 
parking and manoeuvring is worthy of more attention 
by the industry. 

During research, the project sponsor in a client 
company was identified as having made such a claim 
himself. He admitted ‘off the record’ that the incident 
actually involved his wife crashing his company car as 
she was manoeuvring in their own driveway. He said 
the easiest way for him to get a ‘no questions asked 
repair’ was to report it as ‘a damage whilst parked 
incident’. Interestingly, he has since won a major safety 
award for helping the company to implement the 
much more rigorous internet-enabled incident 
reporting, investigation and recording program 
developed as part of the project! 


Those insurance ads 


WHEN slumped on their couch in front of the ‘goggle 
box’ Mr and Mrs Whisperer soon tire of all those ads 
for car insurance, but the ads are also a useful source 
of revenue for bus companies, so The Whisperer’s not 
knocking it.

The bus back ad seems rather 
relevant. A misunderstanding between drivers over 
who had the right of way led to this situation. In the 
event there wasn’t any serious damage and no injuries

“Stopping for customers — We are in 
the business of carrying passengers, and 
we cannot afford to leave anyone behind. 
Always keep a sharp lookout for 
intending passengers and never assume 
that just because your bus is not hailed 
that the people waiting at the stop do 
not want to catch it — this will never be 
accepted as an excuse. Some people may 
be strangers to the area or new 
customers not sure of your destination or 
route. Some may have difficulty reading 
the destination display. Whatever the 
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reason, always make sure. 

“In areas where bus stops are not 
located at frequent intervals, you may 
pick up and set down anywhere on 
request provided it is safe to do so. On 
some routes we only stop at selected 
stops in order to offer a faster journey. 
Such sections and/or routes will be 
clearly marked in the timetable. 

“Customers should be allowed to 
board the bus on the basis of first-come- 
first served unless you have instructions 
to the contrary. 

“Never pass another bus which has 
pulled up at a bus stop without first 
making sure that no-one wants to board 
your bus. 

“For safety reasons standing passengers 
must not travel on the platform. 

“If you are forced to leave anyone 
behind report this as soon as you can.”

| run with my husband a minibus firm 
in Lincoln and we specialise in the 
transportation of wheelchair users. | 
noticed in the picture on page 13 that the 
wheelchair has been secured down 
incorrectly. Surley for someone who is 
advising us about safety and how to move 
wheelchairs and use tail lifts, they 
themselves ought to know how to secure 
a wheelchair down? 

Even though the chair is unoccupied, 
the front straps are fastened around the 
foot plate (these swing out). The strap on 
the left side is wrapped around the wrong 
way (it should go inside out). There are no 
restraints on the back of the chair, so 
should this vehicle suddenly brake the 
whole chair would tip forward and could 


cause a serious injury to other passengers 
or the driver. 

Even if the pictures are for 
demonstration purposes only, surely they 
should be correct if they are being made 
an example of? 

This is not the first time | have noticed 
that wheelchair examples have shown to 
be incorrectly secured.

Another of 
Mr Pugh's suggestions is that we ask passengers 
to collect rubbish in plastic bags attached to 
each seat. This is simply not practical when the 
vehicle is used as a school bus. Mr Pugh also 
commends drivers in uniform. He should be 
aware that a corporate identity costs money, 
yet the rates on offer for private hire and 
school contracts barely cover the essential 
operating costs.

Abbeyways licence 


_ Traffic Commissioner considered Abbeyways 
was overstretched and would cope with the 
maintenance of older coaches better with 


| fewer vehicles 


ALIFAX coach 
operator Steven 
Ives, trading as 


Abbeyways, had his licence 
cut from seven to five 
vehicles when he appeared 
at his second Public 
Inquiry at which vehicle 
maintenance was an issue, 
within 12 months. 

Mr Ives had been called 
before North Eastern Traffic 
Commissioner Tom Macart- 
ney at a Leeds Public Inquiry 
because of concern over an 
unsatisfactory maintenance 
investigation, a number of 
prohibition notices and 
convictions. 

Vehicle Examiner Michael 
Brown said that __five 
prohibitions had been issued 
since a previous Public Inquiry 
in May 2004 and there had 
been a fire on a vehicle in 
service. The ownership of 
two prohibited vehicles was 
disputed; one had been issued 
with an ‘S’-marked prohibition 
at annual test. 

Mr Brown carried out a 
maintenance investigation in 
June following a complaint 
from Norris Thorpe Junior & 
Infant School when the 
windscreen wipers failed on 
the MI ona school trip. Later 
that day he was informed by a 
police officer of a skid incident 
involving an  Abbeyways 
vehicle. Three vehicles were 
examined and two delayed 
prohibitions and a defect 
notice were issued. 

Abbeyways contracted out 
maintenance, and vehicles 
were inspected every six to 
eight weeks. Records were 
now kept at a separate office, 
as the operating centre had 
had flood problems in the 
past. Mr Ives carried out the 
daily walk-round — checks 
himself; drivers were only 


instructed to check the oil and 
water. Two of the recent 
prohibitions were for driver- 
related defects. 

Mr Brown agreed that Mr 
Ives was disputing that a 
defective tyre listed on an ‘S’- 
marked delayed prohibition 
issued in Lancashire had tread 
below the legal limit. He also 
agreed that there was a 
common problem of 
emergency glass hammers 
being stolen. He said that his 
main concern was _ that 
prohibitions were still being 
issued for items that should be 
reported by drivers. There 
was nothing wrong with Mr 
Ives carrying out the daily 
walk-round checks, but he felt 
that drivers might be unclear 
about what they should be 
doing and it caused confusion 
at the roadside, leading to the 
issue of an  ‘S’-marked 
prohibition when a driver told 
an examiner that all he did 
was check the oil and water. 

In reply to the 
Commissioner, Mr Brown said 
that one of the two vehicles 
where ownership —_ was 
disputed had been in the livery 
of Abbotts of Blackpool, the 
other in Abbeyways livery. 

Mr Ives said he had nine 
operational vehicles. Drivers 
were now instructed always 
to carry a spare emergency 
glass hammer. Last September 
he had been given a |2-month 
conditional discharge and 
ordered to pay £85 costs by 
Batley Magistrates for failing to 
display an O-licence disc. The 
driver had changed over a 
defective vehicle at the 
garage, but forgot to swap the 
licence disc over. No 
immediate prohibitions had 
been issued to vehicles in 
service, either in the yard or 
on the road. He thought that a 
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conviction for not having legal 
lettering on a coach was in 
relation to a vehicle that had 
been repainted. 

Vehicle maintenance was 
contracted out ttc D & M 
Garside, who were very 
experienced, said Mr Ives. He 
hired a couple of vehicles 
from that firm’s proprietor 
Derek Garside from time to 
time, one of which he thought 
was in Abbotts’ livery, the 
other was in Abbeyways 
livery. 

Asked about the complaint 
from Norris Thorpe School, 
Mr Ives said he had spoken to 
the driver, who felt it was safe 
to continue to Woodall 
Services, about three miles 
away. He then went out to the 
service area and rectified the 
problem, which was a blown 
fuse. However, the leader of 
the school party did not wish 
to carry on with the trip. Mr 
Ives had hired a coach from a 
local firm in Sheffield to take 
the party home, but the 
school decided not to use it 
and hired their own coach. 

They dealt with complaints 
as best they could, said Mr 
Ives. He added: “In this day 
and age we unfortunately live 
in a society who complain. We 
have professional complainers 
who try to get a free trip and 
we have to sort them out 
from the genuine complaints.” 
David Brooke, the driver of 
the coach, said that the trip 
leaders seemed to be out to 
find fault from the outset. 
There had been two 
complaints even before the 
party boarded the coach. He 
had decided to go on to the 
service area rather than having 
45 under-| 1s milling about on 
the hard shoulder, getting 
soaked in the rain. 

Mr Ives considered that he 
had complied with 
undertakings given on the last 
occasion. He felt that they had 
done a lot better since he had 
been doing the daily walk- 
round checks himself. He 


considered that they were 
running a much tighter ship 
then they had prior to the last 
Public Inquiry. It was 
impossible to run a totally 
fault-free fleet, maintained Mr 
Ives. He said that the drivers 
checked over the vehicles 
themselves if he was not there 
and they had been shown the 
VI video in relation to daily 
walk-round checks. 

Commenting on a vehicle 
found to have two finger- 
loose wheelnuts, the 
Commissioner said that he 
had to assume there was a 
danger of a wheel 
detachment. In the last 12 
months 20 people had been 
killed by detached road 
wheels. Mr Ives said that that 
incident had been in 1999 and 
expert evidence was that the 
wheel would not have 
become detached. There had 
not even been a suggestion of 
possible wheel detachment 
since. 

In reply to the 
Commissioner, Mr Ives said 
that a complaint about smoke 
coming from the brakes of a 
vehicle on an excursion to 
Bakewell was due to the 
driver coming down a 
notoriously steep hill on the 
brakes which overheated, 
when he would have been 
better in a lower gear. There 
was no suggestion that the 
brakes were not working. 

Derek Garside said he 
would undertake the daily 
walk-round checks if Mr Ives 
wasn't there for any reason. 
The vehicle with the loose 
wheelnuts had gone through 
the MoT test a fortnight 
previously and had been 
parked up since. He tested 
the wheelnuts that morning 
with a wheelbrace and they 
had come loose during the 
journey. The pass rate at 
annual test was 90%, which 
he felt was very good. It was 
impossible to get 100%, as 
different people looked for 
different things. 


He had bought a number of 
vehicles when Abbotts had 
stopped trading, and hired 
them out to other operators 
as well as Abbeyways. Two of 
the vehicles were painted in 
Abbeyways livery and were 
hired out only to Mr Ives. 

After the Commissioner 
had said that there were one 
or two areas where there was 
scope for improvement, given 
the age of the fleet, Mr Ives 
agreed to conditions being 
imposed on the licence that 
any vehicles used by the firm 
would be inspected at 
intervals of not less than six 
weeks, that roller brake tests 
would be undertaken every 
three months, and that the 
daily defect checks would be 
carried out either by himself 
or Mr Garside. He gave an 
undertaking to have an annual 
test pass rate target of 90%.

When the hearing 
continued, Mr Hilton said the 
maintenance records 
produced, two sheets for 
each of three vehicles, 
showed they were being 
inspected every eight weeks. 
Apart from the year not being 
included on the majority of 
the sheets, they appeared 
satisfactory. There was now a 
forward-planning chart, but 
he had not seen any evidence 
of written driver defect 
reports which, he was told, 
were thrown away after 
defects had been rectified. 

In reply to the 
Commissioner, Mr Hilton said 
that no prohibition notices 
had been issued since the last 
hearing. He was happy with 
the eight-week inspection 
intervals, provided the 
drivers’ daily walk-round 
checks were carried out 
properly.

T’S ELECTION, election, 

election (as the oriental Viagra 

salesman was heard to say) 
again this week; and we are afraid 
that it will be all the way up to 5 
May - allegedly. So as the election 
approaches, we must turn our 
minds to what is likely to be in the 
various parties’ manifestos. 

For their part, the Tories are being 
pretty up front already with their 
election headlines. The week before 
it was waste; last week it is 
immigration. Nobody could accuse 
them of not going for the populist 
angle — but then they thought that 
they had caught the mood of the 
nation with their “Keep The Pound” 
campaign last time. We all know what 
happened then! 

It is not route ’s place to 
debate the rights and wrongs of 
immigration policies. There is little 
doubt however that the Tory stance 
will touch a chord with many voters. 
But is that enough? 

In one of Westminster Watch’s first 
columns we opined that personalities 


were more important than policies in 
winning votes. And we suspect that 
the Tories will suffer as a result of 
this. 

We hear that most of the private 
polling carried out by all parties 
shows that a great number of the 


electorate actually agree with current 


Tory policies. But it’s the party itself 
that the people don’t like. The truth 
of the matter seems to be that, no 
matter what they say, Mr Howard 
and his team are just not electable. 

Of course this could all change if 
they came up with some imaginative 
proposals to help the coach and bus 
industries. But for some reason they 
do not seem to share route ’s 
view of the important role that our 
industry plays. Come to think of it, 
neither do the voters! 

Which probably means that 
transport will not be hugely 
prominent in their manifesto — nor 
indeed anybody else’s for that 
matter! 

But surely there will be something. 

Here we go again then; another

round of route 
we never learn? 

Labour will fight shy of re- 
regulating the buses (that is not to say 
however that they won't do it once 
they are returned to power). Mr 
Darling is a sensible politician who 
knows that public money could be 
better spent elsewhere. We would 
be surprised therefore if he let 
anything of this nature through into 
the manifesto no matter what the 
various policy forums might have put 
forward. We will discuss what his 
successor’s plans might be (assuming 
that he moves onwards and upwards 
after the election) at a later date. 

So what will be in? 

Well, following the success of the 
scheme in Wales and Scotland, do 
not be surprised if a national 
concessionary fares scheme for 
England is included. 

On the coach front, the 
Government is committed to full 
accessibility. The industry will just 
have to accept this. It has two 
choices. It can fight against it and 


predictions. Will 


have regulations imposed against its 
will — for this is an argument that 
cannot be won — or it can maintain 
an ongoing dialogue with government 
and have regulations brought in over 
a sensible timescale. Whilst to many 
this comes into the category of a “no 
brainer,” there is no doubt that the 
feeling of some in the industry will 
remain “just say no.” 

But we digress. Generally, it looks 
a safe bet that Labour’s manifesto will 
major on provision of public services. 

As we have said, the Tories are 
unlikely to go big on anything on the 
public transport front, but will 
probably go with pro-car agenda as 
espoused by the Mail and the Sun. 

The Lib Dems will no doubt wish 
to bring all public transport under 
public control, but will only put up the 
taxes of the rich fat cats to pay for it. 

And finally, does is matter? Will 
anybody actually read the manifestos? 
Will the manifesto of the winning 
party act as the template for its 
legislative programme?

Karen Magill: NIICOA Chief Exec 


HERE is so much going on 
T everyday in our industry in 

Northern Ireland that it is 
difficult to keep up with all that is 
happening in the transport 
industry in the rest of the UK and 
further afield. 

We all encounter many problems 
day-to-day, but one area which 
private operators did not expect to 
have problems with was Community 
Transport. 

Community Transport came 
relatively late to Northern Ireland 
compared with the rest of the UK 
and the real boost for its 
development came in the late 1990s 
with the new Rural Transport Fund 
which provided specific funding for 
community transport. In Northern 
Ireland there are currently 18 Rural 
Community Transport Partnerships 
and during 2003/2004 they received 
funding of £1,078,857. 

Generally, there are very few 
problems between the private sector 
and the partnerships. Indeed, in some 
areas, private operators actively work 
with the partnerships and are even 
represented on their committees 
while in other areas there is little or 
no communication or competition 
between them. 


However, for several years there 
have been a handful of the 
community transport partnerships 
that have caused considerable trouble 
for some of our members. 

These partnerships, whether 
through improper training, ignorance 
or blatant disregard for the rules, are 
not acting in accordance with their 
permits. Most of the complaints we 
have from our members concern the 
deliberate manipulation of the 
membership criteria to allow the 
partnerships to carry ineligible groups 
and members of the general public. 
Not only is this contradicting the 
whole ethos of why community 
transport was set up, but the fact that 
these partnerships are subsidised by 
government and are unfairly 
competing for commercial business 
against private operators — under a 
permit scheme which exempts them 
from the complex checks of a Road 
Service Licence — is wrong and unfair 
competition. 

As an Association, the Northern 
Ireland Independent Coach 
Operators Association (NIICOA) has 
always believed that there is great 
potential for partnership and 
integration between our sector and 
the community transport 
partnerships, to improve local 
transport provision and to develop 
joint projects. So in an effort to 
further this, we contacted the 
Community Transport Association 
(CTA) in Northern Ireland, the 
Department of Regional 
Development (DRD) and the 
Department of the Environment 
(DoE), and set up a meeting where it 
was agreed by all parties that some 
form of working partnership 
agreement was the way forward to 
achieve our aims. 

It has not been an easy task and it 
has taken a lot of hard work and 
many meetings between myself, 
Brain Myles of the Community 
Transport Association and various 
operators from both sectors to get 
to where we are today. One of the 


major obstacles we had to overcome 
were the many grey areas within the 
10B Permit but the agreed guidelines 
which form part of the agreement 
will help clarify these and establish 
good working relationships. The path 
to here has also helped us develop a 
clear understanding of the different 
ethos and priorities between our two 
sectors and we are delighted to 
announce that our Partnership 
Agreement will be launched this 
month. 

What makes this so much more 
important for us is the involvement of 
the DRD and DoE and their 
endorsement of the agreement. Both 
agencies have been heavily involved at 


crucial times. This endorsement by 
the licensing authority and funders of 
the partnerships adds the weight 
needed to ensure compliance and 
accountability. Both NIICOA and CTA 
are committed to making this 
partnership work and believe that 
together we will deliver a high quality, 
reliable local transport service for 
those who need it most. We are all 
very excited about the future and we 
believe that by working together, our 
common goals will be achieved more 
easily. It is also very fulfilling to sit back 
and think of what we have achieved 
and also to realise that at least one 
agreement has been successfully 
negotiated in Northern Ireland.

Until not so long ago, you could 
register and, more importantly, 
deregister an unsuccessful service in 
42 days. These days it takes 56 days. 
If you are unlucky enough to have a 
cross-boundary route into the 
Republic of Greater London, this 
now takes up to |20 days, but, from 
January 2005, your bus has to have a 
Euro | engine too!

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VOSA inspections unfairly target older vehicles and non-large company vehicles, claims the Marshian 


unprepared for DDA, why don’t 
operators stand up and blow a big 
raspberry to the faceless wonders in 
Whitehall who dreamt up this well- 
meaning piffle? Remember, the 
Government had to stand down 
over the digital tachograph 
regulations because the technology 
wasn't available; can we force them 
to do the same over DDA? 

One other aspect which touches 
the nerve of some is the fact that 
from 2015 (yes, | know it’s a long 
time away, but so was 2005 in 1997) 
it will be virtually impossible to run 
any form of non-DDA bus or coach 
in regular service. So, beware all you 
‘heritage’ bus operators out there 
who do a marvellous job keeping 
our industry’s past alive for all to 
enjoy; from 2015, DDA means you 
will be limited to operating your 
pride and joy on only six days a year! 
| made this view known to the CPT 
several years ago, who also said it’s a 
long time away...but it’s getting 
closer. 

Having had an enjoyable trip on 
the Orient Express from Victoria to 
York recently, courtesy of the CPT 
(thanks to Karen for organising a 
splendid day out), it was interesting 
hearing the views of those outside 
my normal sphere of operation. 
There was a general feeling of a 
growing dislike of the new VOSA, 
mainly over the usual inherited lack 
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of consistency in standards, keeping 
the VOSA examiner “happy” (not 
part of his job?), the problems 
registering new vehicles from abroad 
etc. The list seemed endless. One or 
two chaps said they still had “fire in 
their bellies” to fight the system and 
question it when they felt it was 
wrong. If unsure, appeal! 

The main gripe was the old 
chestnut of prohibitions. A number 
of people on the train reiterated 
their stories of inconsistencies, 
double standards, the pointless issue 
of many prohibitions, the need of 
the examiner to “meet his targets.” 
One told the tale of a recent spot 
check at a large school. As usual, 
VOSA only targeted the older 
coaches and non-large company 
double decks. One A-reg Olympian 
which had been tested not four 
weeks prior had a look over. A slight 
air leak on the wiper motor, nothing 
dangerous; a loose seat cushion 
upstairs that the kids had kicked out 
during the trip; then, horror of 
horrors, a couple of staples used to 
repair an armrest, obviously prised 
up by the kids, were suddenly 
deemed to present a danger to the 
travelling public. 

When the driver was shown this, 
he did no more than bash them 
down with his budget lock key. 
Problem solved, so he thought. The 
VOSA man went away to give him 


the paperwork. A clean sheet or a 
defect note about the air leak; no, a 
delayed prohibition and clearance 
for the sticking up staples! What a 
complete and utter waste of paper 
and examiner’s time. What a 
massive failure of PR on the 
examiner’s part. Why the hell can’t 
these people try to encourage the 
operator instead of trying to score 
‘brownie’ points all the time? 

The other problem is that by 
bashing down the staples, the driver 
then removed any evidence of the 
severity of the alleged defect, 
thereby ruining his chances of 
winning an appeal over the issue of 
the PG9. One other question is, 
what is the legality of an examiner 
stopping a vehicle off the public 
road? My view is that he has no right 
to do so. He was not in a VOSA 
‘Battenberg’ car; he was walking 
along a line of slow moving buses 
and coaches. He asked the driver to 
pull over, which the driver duly did. | 
was always told that they could only 
‘pull’ a vehicle which was stationary, 
and unless a police office is present, 
there is no requirement to stop. Is 
this PG9 legal as it was obtained 
under false pretences! Any replies 
from our legal readers would be 
appreciated. 

All the examiners seem to care 
about is reaching ‘targets’. Who sets 
these ‘targets’ and for what reason? 
A recent article in the Society of 
Engineers journal touched on annual 
test pass rates. It found that vehicles 
presented by main dealers had a 
worse first time pass rate than those 
presented by private concerns. 

The article did name names, 
which | won’t mention here, but 
interestingly one main dealer had a 
first time pass rate of only 60%, 
while another was trying to reach 
80%. 

If you are paying up to £60 an 
hour to get your bus or coach 
through the annual test first time, 
you would expect a 100% pass rate 
and be be rather miffed if it fails. 
Perhaps the main dealers don’t 
realise it goes on your licence, not 
theirs. Needless to say, this doesn’t 
make the Traffic Commissioner very 


happy.
